Under T1t1e V of the Internatlonal Clalms Settlement Act of 1949 [78-'
Stat. 1110 (1964) 22 U,S.C.-§§1643-l643k (1964), as amended; 79 Stat. 988
(1965)], the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims of nationals of
the United States against the Government of Cuba. Section 503(a) of the Act
provides that the Commission shall receive and deternine inbaccordance'with
applicable substantive law, including international law, the amount and
validity of claims by’nationals of the United States'againet_the Gqutnment".

This claim was opened on the basis of information received by the
Commission that claimant had been unable to return to the United States.,
Tnformation available to the Commission indicates that claimant has
returned to the United States.

Claimant has not contacted the Commission. Accordingly, since no
claim has been asserted fpr interests in property whiéh was nationalized,
expropriated or otherwise taken by the Government of Cuba, it is
